in favor of. According to state 
laws, the MBTA is not required to 
go through a formal site plan 
review process with the town's 
Planning Board. However, Project 
Manager William Howell who has 
represented the transit authority 
throughout the months of presen- 
tations and discussions, has said 
that the MBTA is willing to meet 
with town officials and residents 
to receive input on the issue of the

MBTA has decided that they 
would not participate in a site 
plan review,” said Town Manager 
Michael Caira.

fom, can't we do something 
to help?” Eleven year old Eliza 
Berberian said to her mother on 
Wednesday of last week. At the 
time, they were both watching the 
devastation hurricane Mitch 
wreaked on Central America 
“There must be something?” Eliza 
repeated, looking up at her moth- 
er. 

In the news, pictures showed 
areas of Central America where 
bodies were lying buried beneath 
the wet earth and debris, some- 
times hands or arms visible just 
at the mud’s surface The 
destruction was of such magni- 
tude that whole villages were 
wiped out. Over 10,000 people are

known dead and countless num- 
bers are missing, according to the 
Washington Post. 

Hearing those pleading words 
from her daughter started Linda, 
Eliza’s mother, thinking. “It was 
obvious from the news coverage 
and the pictures that those people 
needed our help now. We dis- 
cussed ideas that night about a 
plan, and the best and quickest 
way to put it in motion,” Linda 
said 

“These people needed food, but 
they really needed more than 
that,” Linda said. The Post also 
reported that at least seventy per- 
cent of the Central America’s 
crops have been destroyed: 
bananas, melons, coffee, and 


other crops are gone; now only 
mud, rocks or building debris rise 
up from the contaminated soils. 
Malaria and cholera growing in 
the tainted water threatened those 
who survived. In less than one 
week, Nicaragua, El Salvador, 
Guatemala, and Honduras were 
all but washed away under the 
tempestuous forces of hurricane 
Mitch.

WILMINGTON- With a name like 
Miles Hall, its no surprise to learn 
that the Congregational Churches 
newest pastor has been all over 
the country.

The Korean Conflict 
The roaring fifties launched a 
new age in jazz and literature, saw 


the “witch hunt” investigations of 
Senator Joseph McCarthy, and wit- 
nessed an end of the military coup 
in Egypt and Stalin’s regime in the 
Soviet Union; Joe Hartka witnessed 
nothing but the snowcapped moun- 
tains of Korea. He entered the Ko- 
rean Conflict as a young man of 22 
and would leave it wiser and stron- 
ger. When he now looks back on his 
experiences in Korea, he notes “a 
war is ungodly...there is nothing 
like it and you will never forget it.” 
He never will and thousands of men 
who joined that mortal march, “the 
Chosen Few” as they have been 
named, will forever remember those 
cold days in December of 1950.

Thanksgiving Day, 1950 - The 
landing at Inchon had been a diffi- 
cult task. The tide in the harbor 
rose very quickly and drained just 
as rapidly. Ladders were mounted 
on posts so that the men who ar-

They were placed between 
the South Korean and UN forces in 
the east. Little did they know what 
awaited them in the north. 

Ten divisions of Chinese troops 
defended the North Korean border. 
Without warning, these divisions 
surprised MacArthur and his troops 
and initiated a massive assault. Joe 
Hartka and the rest of the marines 
were cut off on all sides. Two thirds 
a division of Marines faced nearly 
four full divisions of Chinese. The 
Marines were surrounded on every 
side, taking on heavy fire in all 
directions. Casualties were ex- 
treme; possibly the worst in the 
war. There was only one means of 
escape; they would have to fight 
their way southward. 

Cold gusts of wind chilled the 
spirits of Hartka and many others. 
The mountains were almost impas- 
sible at times, and there was only 
one road to freedom. The enemy 
dared not to come out in daylight 
while superior UN air forces ruled 
the sky. But, at night it was brutal. 
Temperatures would drop to 30 or 
40 degrees below freezing and even 
during the day they would get very 
little above zero. At night was when 
the Chinese had their chance to 
inflict some real damage; and they 
used this opportunity to do just 
that.

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to these boys. Everything was wet 
-tents, supplies, cots - but there was 
no way to dry them out. Those who 
were lucky enough to stay in sea 
shacks, wooden structures that re- 
placed some tents, still had to wade 
in the water to get in and out. 
Peterson, along with many others, 
was discouraged. 

He was several months into his 
assignment; directing air traffic for 
a few bases. The helicopters would 
carry wounded in hanging from 
safety chords rapped around their 
wrists. They had escaped the jungle 
warfare, but many could not es- 
cape death. Even dead, they held 
firmly to the ropes; making it diffi- 
cult for the controllers and other 
personnel to pry the bodies off. 

Engineers had built them a 
wooden tower for observation, but 
no one wanted to stay up at that 
height and watch. They would take 
rocket fire during the day and the

below made it aimost impossible to 
survive an attack. 

The men that day were in the 
same mood they always were. But, 
something was about to change. A 
rocket shot off in the distance which 
was not unusual. It however, found 
its way to a diesel tent filled with 
five technicians. All of them were 


tragically killed. Soon thereafter, 
Peterson was relieved of his air 
traffic duties and made a sergeant 
chief of engineers, maintaining die- 
sel generators for four bases. 

As adiesel mechanic, Peterson's 
tour became much more interest- 
ing. Only a sergeant, Peterson be- 
came the senior man in charge of 
all the bases. Officers would ask to 
have air conditioners installed in 
their tents. Nightly poker was often 
the only entertainment the men 
enjoyed. 

Peterson's only complaint was 
the food, or rather the lack of food. 
He constructed his own oven out of 
scrap materials and would have 
his wife send him packaged brown- 
ies and cakes. He would collect on 
his favors by receiving eggs, flour, 
and other items to satisfy this hobby. 

Soldiers were ordered to main- 
taina complete black out at night to 
prevent enemy fire. All the men 
gathered their camouflage and 
threw it over one tent. This tent 
would become anintense gambler’s 
haven, seeing three or four thou- 
sand dollars change hands in sev- 
eral hours, Soldiers, however only 
played with MPC or military pay 

currency. Legally, they were al- 
lowed to have no more than $300 on 
them at all times. This would annoy 
the poker winners. They would of- 
ten have to make several trips to 
the post office, several bases away, 
to send money to the states. On top 
of this, the MPC would change ev- 
ery three months to prevent the 
Vietnamese from confiscating and 
using it at local cities. That made 
the habit an even greater chal- 
lenge. 

Peterson’s duty ended after 18 
months, extended five months over 
thenormaltour. He witnessed some 
of the most brutal images of the 
war, as well as some of the most 
historical. He was in the DMZ (de- 
militarized zone) when Bob Hope 
came to conduct his annual show. 
He witnessed the hangings, torture 
and murders of hundreds of civil- 
ians and soldiers. He watched as 
men splashed between tents when 
the rain never seemed to end. And 
so, in the end, he was ready to go 
back to the states - ready for his 
wife’s cooking.

If you are selling your home. you can now exclude up to $250,000 of your profit from taxes if you are single 
and $500,000 for a marned couple. To qualify, the home must have been your principal residence for at least two 
ol the five years prior to the sale. This provision may be used once every two years, and it replaces the previous 
rollover exclusion for home sales and the $125,000 exemption for taxpayers 55 and over.

Although Rte. 38 is being wid- 
ened to 50 feet across from Shaw- 
sheen Street to the railroad cross- 
ing by Middlesex Avenue, the sec- 
tion which runs along the pro- 
posed parking lot will remain 38 
feet wide, except for a right hand 
turn lane onto Rte.

“If installed properly there wll 
be no leaks,” said Coluccio. “It’s ga 
fool-proof system.” 

Attorney Robert Peterson, who 
represented Larry’s Oil Burner 
Services owner Larry Cushing, 
added that an automatic alarm 
would be set off in the case of only 
a half-gallon spill. 

In addition to the 40,000 undd 
ground gallons, the approval algo 
includes another 10,000 gallons ‘to 
be stored in delivery trucks.

wide open. Bruno added a spec- 
tacular goal to end the first half 
while sporting a bruised left quad, 
and quickly add two more to open 
the second half. Through the two 
games, she has scored seven goals, 
giving her 21 on the season in 20 
games. 

“It was pretty even there for a 
while, then it became the Lindsay 
Bruno show," said head coach Sue 
Hendee.

In one of the more physical,

noon. 

This one game saw four yellow 
cards given out, several shoves and 
pushes, and spectators involved in 
the chaos as well. The 'Cats trailed 
10 in this one; but when the ‘dust 
cleared they found themselves win- 
ners again, scoring four unanswered 
goals as their experienced certainly 
was a factor. 

Last year, the 'Cats won this 
North bracket, as well as the East- 
ern Mass. championship game, only 
to lose in the state finals. 

"We couldn't let [Fenwick] get 
into our heads," said senior de- 
fender John Betts of the game filled 
with trash talking. [Mark] 
DiGiovanni got us all together and 
told us to get our heads into the 
game and we did. They just caught 
us off guard [with the first goal], 
but we came right back." 

To get to the quarterfinals, Wilm- 
ington (number six seed) defeated 
Arlington Catholic, the number 11 
seed, at home on Thursday, 3-1.

In what became probably one of 
the better football games ina while 
and probably the best Cape Ann 
1 eague battle to date, the Wilming- 
ton High football team made it a 
lucky seven wins in a row, barely 
defeating a tough Amesbury team, 
14-6 on Saturday afternoon 

Wilmington took a 14-0 lead and 
bung on for dear life, as Amesbury 
almost scored a second touchdown 
with seconds winding down, but 
senior cornerback Jonathan Aprile 
made a sensational catch in the end 
zone on a pass from the ‘Cats 31 
yard line. 

This one certainly didn't come 
easy. Amesbury had a very potent 
offensive line-up with two studs, 
quarterback Dan Blancarte and 
running back Kevin Ridgley. Wilm- 
ington could barely stop either of 
them as the Fighting Indians com- 
bined for 336 total yards to that of 
208to Wilmington, During the game, 
‘Cats head coach Bob Almeida cer- 
tainly was questioned more than 
once from the faithful crowd, how- 
ever his decisions paid off as the 
team chalked up another win with 
two more games to go. 

The biggest decision came with 
1:02 left in the game and Wilming- 
ton ahead 14-6 with the ball on 
fourth and inches from the 
Amesbury 43. Almeida elected to 
go for it, while his punter, Mike 
Gennetti, was averaging 37 yards 
on four previous punts, which if he 
booted a 37-yarder this time, 
Amesbury would have had the ball 
onits own? yard line with less than 
a minute to go and 93 yards to go 
On Almeida's defense, Gennetti's 
last punt came from the exact same 
spot and the ball barely got into the 
end zone for a touchback 

"1 didn't want to pul more pres- 
sure on our defense if we punted," 
explained Almeida of his decision 
making. "Hey if we get an inch, the 
game is over. And Josh had it, but 
he fumbled it and that happens . I 
didn't want their offense back on 
the field, [Blancarte] isa very good 
quarterback with a cannon of an 
arm-he is big, he can run and he is 
the real deal, When you have fourth 
and an inch | think you have to for 
it. If you don't go for it then you 
don't have faith in your team and I 
have faith in my team." 

Amesbury started the game off 
with a bang, completing a 41-yard 
halfback option pass starting from 
their own 29. Over the next six 
minutes, they marched right down 
the throats of the ‘Cats putting the 
ball on the Ws, on fourth-and-four. 
Amesbury elected for the pass and 
it sailed over a receiver's head in 
the end zone for an incompletion 
and Wilmington took over ondowns. 

Wilmington begun their series 
ona strange call, giving the hand- 
off to the small but speedy Matt 
Minghella — who is primarily used 
on sweeps - up the middle and he 
was stuffed at the line of scrim- 
mage. Mike Gennetti followed with 
a run up the middle, good for five 
yards. A play later, Wilmington 
punted and Amesbury took over on 
the ‘Cats 44. 

Again Amesbury marched down 
Wilmingtonterritory, splitting time 
into thesecond quarter. Onsix more 
running plays, the chains were 
moved to W15. Again on fourth- 
and-four, Amesbury looked to pass 
but a sack from Ken Branley who 
played a masterful game, moved 
the ball back four yards. Wilming- 
ton again took over on downs ina 
scoreless game with 8:03 left in the 
second quarter. 

Wilmington for the second 


straight series went thr: -and-out 
and Amesbury returned the favor 
With 4:26 left in the second, Wilm- 
ington had to get something going 
with its offense, starting on their 
own 32. Josh Hiltz took the first 
play on a QB keeper, good for 16 
yards and that got the crowd going 
Eric Banda, carrying the ball for 
just the second time after getting 
235 yards in two quarters plus last 
week, added five yards, before two 
more gains moved the ball just two 
additional yards.

Richard B, Fitzgibbon, Jr.,of 
Stoneham was a soldier who 
joined the armed service, like 
thousands and thousands of men 
and women, who through the 
years, have taken up the banner 
to protect their nation. 

Richard Fitzgibbon died a 
soldier, again, like thousands of 
other soldiers who have paid 
with their lives. 

What makes Air Force 
Technical Sergeant Richard B. 
Fitzgibbon, Jr., different is that 
he died in a place where, at the 
time, his country had no recog- 
nized presence. His family’s 
grief was compounded nine 
years later when his son, 
Richard B. Fitzgibbon III trav- 
eled to the same place to fight in 
a war, and he too, paid the price. 

The Fitzgibbon men are the 
only known father and son to die 
in Vietnam. 

Now, after years of struggling 
with the government, the family 
of the senior Fitzgibbon will see 
his memory honored in the only 
way they ever wanted. His name 
is being added to the Vietnam 
Veterans Memorial Wall in 
Washington, D.C. 

In a ceremony held Monday 
at Stoneham Town Hall, the

“He died alone in that dirty 
country where no one loved 
him,” Mrs. DeRossi said. “He 
was not here with all of us that 
loved him.” 

Fitzgibbon was just shy of his 
36th birthday. He had returned 
to Saigon from a flight mission, 
and was his custom, went onto 
the streets to share candy with 
the children of the neighbor- 
hood. A member of the unit, a 
man believed by some members 
of the company to be mentally 
unstable, went on a rampage 
and shot several people.

Holmes made a presentation to 
the Board of Health concerning 
some changes in the school poli- 
cy toward violence,” notes the 
Wakefield edition of the “Daily 
Times Chronicle.” 

“Violence is an issue that 
has gained a tremendous 
amount of attention, said 
Holmes. 

“The major update in policy 
is the agreement with the local 
police to share any information 
that might be significant to 
either party. This includes vio- 
lence, illegal drug use, alcohol 
use, and smoking within 100 feet 
of public property. 

“The advantage of sharing 
information is the ability for 
either party to be aware of the 
confrontations that may arise in 
school or around town. For

trouble with the law and returns 
a few days later, the school will 
have been alerted as to the con- 
dition of the student. The school 
will also be made aware of 
underaged drinking at parties 
over the weekends. 

“There is a program called 
Project Alliance that meets once 
a month to bring school admin- 
istrators, police officers, and 
parole officers together to dis- 
cuss what can be done to pre- 
vent violence and how to cope 
with it when it occurs. 

“Gang violence is also a con- 
cern in many towns but hasn’t 
been a problem in Wakefield. 

“According to Holmes gang 
violence is just something you 
have to be aware of and watch 
out for. He explained that graffi- 
ti is often a signal that a gang 
does exist and should be investi- 
gated. 

“When a student does get into 
serious trouble with the law, 
meetings will occur once a 
month with an officer from the 
District Attorney’s office to see 
how the student is getting along 
and what therapy is necessary 
to get the student headed in the 
right direction. This is in addi- 
tion to the meetings with the 
parole officer or probation offi- 
cer. 

“There is also a student study 
team that meets once a week to 
review students in crisis situa- 
tions to see what’s being done 
and what is needed...”

New study 


Women are robbed of sleep 


Add sleep to the list of sex 
issues. A new landmark survey 
of American women’s sleep con- 
firms what weary women have 
always intuited: The menstrual 


cycle, pregnancy and 
menopause all rob women of 
precious sleep, 


Half of all menstruating 
women report bloating that dis- 
turbs their sleep. On average, 
these women report disrupted 


+ sleep for two and a half days 


each menstrual cycle, According 
to. the National, Sleep 
Foundation (NSF) 1998 Women 
and Sleep Poll (WSP) of 1,012 
women, ages 30 to 60. The poll 
was recently released. 

“This groundbreaking study 
quantifies at last how conditions 
unique to women are associated 
with sleep-related problems, 
such as insomnia,” says Kathryn 
A. Lee, R.R., Ph.D., the James 
and Marjorie Livingston Chair 
in Nursing at the University of 
California, San Francisco. 
“During all life stages, insomnia 
- or difficulty falling and stay- 
ing asleep -- is a significant 
problem.” 

Pregnant women barely sleep 
enough for one person, let alone 
two, says the WSP. A whopping 
79 percent of women said their 
sleep is more disturbed during 
pregnancy than at other times. 

Many pregnant women, says 
the study, make up for their 
sleep deficits by napping. 
Pregnant women are almost 
twice as likely to be sleepy dur- 
ing the day as other women. 
Half of pregnant or recently

pregnant women — 51 percent — 
take at least one weekday nap, 
and 60 percent take at least one 
nap on the weekends. Pregnant 
women aren't the only nappers. 
Four in ten women who are not 
pregnant also take naps fre- 
quently. 


The change of life 
menopause -- often brings its 
own negative changes in sleep 
patterns, according to the 
National Sleep Foundation’s new 
poll. More than a third — 36 per- 
cent — of menopausal and post- 
menopausal women report suf- 
fering hot flashes during sleep. 
On average, hot flashes occurred 
three days per week and inter- 
fered with sleep five days per 
month. 

Insomnia is the most com- 
mon sleep problem in America, 
affecting more than 84 million 
people. Women are more likely 
than men to report insomnia, 
yet the WSP indicates that 
insomnia may be under-recog- 
nized as a public health con- 
cern. While two out of five 
women think they’ve experi- 
enced insomnia during the past 
year, more than half — 53 per- 
cent -- said they experienced one 
or more of the symptoms often 
or always during the past 
month. 

Surprisingly, the most com- 
mon insomnia symptom report- 
ed is not trouble falling or stay- 
ing asleep — reported by 20 per- 
cent of the women surveyed -- 
but feeling unrefreshed upon 
awakening — reported by 35 per- 
cent.
